G.S.R. 141. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in

1. Short tide and commencement .■— (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Home Affairs (Narcotics 
Control Bureau) Group ‘C’ and Group ‘D’ Posts Recruitment Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts. Classification and Scale of pay. —The number of said posts, their classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age fault and other qualifications etc. — The method of recruitment to the said posts, 
age limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the aforesaid Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person; 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
l>erson from the operation of t^is rule. 

5- Power to relax. —i-Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by Order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of jpersons. 

6. paving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, the Other Backward Classes, the Ex-Servicemen 
and other special categories of persons in ac cordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

G. S. R. 142.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in superses¬ 
sion of the Ministry of Personnel, Public Grievances and Pensions, Department of Personnel and Training, Central Bureau 
of Investigation Group ‘A’ and Group ‘B ’ Posts Recruitment Rules 2001, in so far as they relate to the post of Information 
officer, except as respects things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, the president hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Chief Information Officer in the Central Bureau of 
Investigation, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement-^ 1) These rules may be called the Central Bureau of Investigation (Chief 
Information Officer) Recruitment Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification Arid scale of pay. The number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in Columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule ennexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said post Shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule. 
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4. disqualification.—No person, — 

\ (a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 
(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligi ble for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other ptirty to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by ord sr, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with Union Public Service Commission relax any 
of the provi: ions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. having.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen, and other special categories of persons in 
accordance' vith the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

2. Plumber of post, classification and scale of pay.—The number ot post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, agedimit, qualifications, etc.— The method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications 
and other makers relating to the said post be as specified in columns (5) to (14) of the aforesaid Schedule. 

4. Initial constitution. —The incumbents of the post shown in Column (l) of the Schedule annexed to these rules 
who were appointed on regular basis to the post before the date of commencement of these rules, shall be deemed to have 
been appointed under these rules and the service rendered by them in the said post before the said commencement shall be 
taken into account for the purpose of probation, confirmation, promotion and pension. 

5. [^qualification. —No person,— 

<ja) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 


(jh) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person. 


shall he eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from I he operation of this rule. 


6. $ower to relax. —Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by ordef, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 


7 . Saving, —Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit, and other concessions required 
lo be provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories of persons in 
accordance v|ith the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 146—In exercise of die powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President 
here by makes the following rules to amend the Central Institute of Coastal Engineering for Fishery (Draughtsman) 
Recruitment Rules, 2006 namely:— 

2. (1) These rules may be called the Central Institute of Coastal Engineering for Fishery (Draughtsman) Recruitment 
Amendment Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

3. In the Schedule to the Central Institute of Coastal Engineering for Fishery (Draughtsman) Recruitment Rules, 
2006 in column 8 relating to Educational and other qualifications required for direct recruits, for the existing entry, the 
following shall be substituted, namely:— 

"Essential : (i) Matriculation or equivalent from a recognized Board; (ii) Two years Diploma/Certificate in 
Draughtsmanship (Civil) from an Industrial Training Institute or equivalent; (iii) Five years experience in any drawing office 
or Diploma in Civil Engineering from a recognized Institute.” 

Note 1: The qualifications regarding experience are relaxable at the discretion of the competent authority in the 
case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Caste/Scheduled Tribes if at any stage of selection the competent authority is 
of the opinion that sufficient number of candidates from these communities possessing the requisite experience are not 
likely to be available to fill up the vacancy reserved for them.
